LIMITING A RIGHT. 

If Worarn May Vote For Some O ni- 
cer.. Why Not For AUf 

In the domain of local self govern- 
ment women nre admitted to the elec- 
tive franchise in England and her colo- 
nies, Sweden. Iceland. Finland, Rus- 
sia, the state of Kansas In the United 
States and the rural districts of Aus- 
tria. Prussia. Saxony and Brunswick. 

They possess school suffrage In Nor- 
way and in twenty -six states of the 
United States, full suffrage In New 
Zealand, the Federated States of Aus- 
tralia and in Wyoming, Colorado. Utah 
and Idaho. Eligibility to office is grant- 
ed in many of the countries where they 
vote and many of those where they do 
□ot possess the franchise, while in 
those where they possess full political 
equality they are eligible to all public 
offices. 

This study demonstrates that wom- 
an’s right to the suffrage, her admis- 
sion to or exclusion from the electorate, 
far from depending on any legal or 
logical principle, is recognized as sim- 
ply a mutter of legislation which reach- 
es different conclusions in different 
countries and changing conclusions at 
different times In the same country. 

To prove the Impropriety of women 
participating In public affairs it would 
be necessary to show that the nature of 
government is such that participation 
in it would be Injurious to the highest 
development of women, or else that the 
nature of women Is such that their par- 
ticipation In public affaire would be In- 
jurious to the highest good of the state* 
To do this it wouhl be necessary ta 
show that women are not interested 
in all the affairs of state and that they 
do not possess the qualifications of 
good citizens. Neither of these proposi- 
tions Is true, for there Is no eoneorn of 
public life which does not affect wom- 
en equally with men. and there is no 
qualification of good citizenship pos- 
sessed by men which we do not find in 
women.

Surely addressing 
public meetings and Issuing printed 
manifestoes Involve more publicity 
than merely dropping a piece of pupet 
In a box once or twice a year. It 
would puttie the Society Opposed tc 
the Further Extension of Suffrage to 
Women to explain why they condemn 
voting for governor or president whllo 
some of them vote and urge other wo- 
men to vote for au improved school 
committee mid even serve ou school 
boards or as overseers of the poor.

THE STORY OF A TRUNK CHECK.

“The trip was comparatively rapid 
and when the station at X — was 
reached I got out, thoroughly tired.

Business 
men had closed their stores and 
would have no time for me until 
morning. 

“Upon reaching the hotel I left my 
trunk check with the clerk, instruct- 
ing him to have the porter see to it 
that the trunk was brought from the 
station and caried into the sample 
room at the hotel,. I went to bed 
early for I was tired. 

“Immediately after breakfast next 
morning I entered the sample room, 
intending to open the trunk and dis- 
play the goods. To my surprise the 
trunk was not there. There was, 
however, a shabby looking trunk of 
small size, but this I barely noticed. 
Returning to the office I asked for the 
porter. He was in bed. I was told, 
as he was a night employe. What 
time would he be on duty? About 11 
a. m. ‘I then told the clerk of the 
matter and we agreed that the porter 
had forgotten to secure my trunk I 
was not without sympathy for the 
fellow who had worked ajl night and 
must sleep in the day, so I went to 
the central depot myself. It occurred 
to me on the the way that the check 
was in the possession of the porter. I 
was satisfied, though, that I could 
easily identify the trunk, not only by 
its newness, but by its contents. It 
would not be hard to convince the 
baggage-men, and the delay would 
be only trivial. 

“As I stoud gazing at the moun- 
tain of trunks, my eye searching for 
the one that I desired most to find I 
became greatly puzzled for there was 
not one of its size or style there. 
Another blunder! 

“The baggage-man listened to my 
story. He could give me little satis- 
faction. He had been there the 
afternoon before when my train 
came in but did not remember the 
trunk. He added too, that had the 
trunk come he would not have re- 
membered it. Consoling, wasn’t it? 

“Returning to the hotel I informed 
the clerk that I regretted the necessity 
of a talk with the porter. He might 
explain his own course and also throw 
some light on the question. 

“It seemed a pity I had to insist 
upon the porter being called. It was 
some time before he appeared and 
little wonder I had become impatient. 
As he entered the office, rubbing the 
sleep from his eyes, I said, ‘Well, 
what did you do with my trunk?’J 
“ ‘Trunk?’ he said, sleepily. 

“ ‘Yes, trunk. I gave'you my check 
last night and ordered that trunk 
brought into the sample room here.’ 

“I did all that, mister,. I couldn’t 
do no more. “Nonsense?’ I almost 
shouted, the trunk isn’t there” 

“ Excuse me. bir, ’ returned the 
porter, ‘but I brought that trunk up 
from the station on the 9 o’clock load. 
It seemed very small, and I won- 
dered what kind of samples you 
carried, cigarettes, or shoe-strings.’ 

“The fellow’s impertinence was 
sufficient to provoke my striking him. 

I refrained, however, ‘You don’t 
mean to say,’ I asked, ‘that that is 
in v trunk-’ 

“I dont' know whose trunk it is, 
but its the one I got on that check. 1 

“Astonished beyond measure I stood 
speechless. Some one had made a 
grand mistake and I was the sufferer. 
Who was to blame? What was I to do? 

“1 decided to return to the central 
depot and lay the case before the bag- 
gage-master. No, first I would open 
the trunk. But wait, what right had 
1 to open a trunk which I knew was 
not my property? I would consult the 


railroad* officials” first. ""’Meanwhile 
valuable time was fast slipping away 
and the merchants of X— had not 
seen one of my samples, I there- 
fore, insisted upon Hie porter accom- 
panying me to the depot. He did so 
and together the story was laid be- 
fore the baggage-master. 

“ T don’t sec where you can find any 
fault with us,’ said the baggage-mas- 
ter* You gave this man a check for 
your trunk and he brought it up to the 
hotel. What more is there to it?' 

4 “But it wasn’ my trunk,” I expos- 
tulated. 

“ ‘Well then, whose was it?' 

“ ‘How should I know?’ I asked. 

“ ‘Well if you don’t know how did 
you come by the check?” ’ 

“There was a' puzzler. I certainly 
had had posession of a check, but not 
a check for my trunk. Yes I had, for 
didnt’ I see it when it was checked at 
the beginning of my journey? My 
brain was becoming befuddled. I 
thought the heat had affected me, and 
others, too. 

“It seemed absurd to telegraph to 
the firm that 1 had lost my trunk for 
they would reply, ‘Find it then’ Yet 
clearly I had done my best. Was there 
no other place to report my loss? 

“The baggage-master, to whom I put 
the last question, smiled significant- 
ly He evidently thought me light- 
headed. 'There’s the traffic agent,’ 
he answered. ‘He’s used to hearing 
that kind of talk and perhaps he 
wouldn’t mind listening to your story. 
For my part I think it’s up to you, 
if you will excuse my saying it.’ 

“Ordinarily I should have forcibly 
resented the impudence of the bag- 
gage-master, but time was precious, 
and an interview with the traffic 
agent seemed preferable to a heated 
argument on a hot day. 

“I enteied the office of the traffic 
agent with a feeling that I would be 
greeted with derision. I almost ex- 
pected to be sneered at and then 
thrown out. Nothing of the kind oc- 
curred, however. 

“I noticed the expression of the 
gentleman’s eyes as I related my ex- 
perience, or better the experience of 
the trunk-check He did not inter- 
rupt. but when I had finished, he 
said, ‘I’m very sorry, but you are the 
victim of a thief.’ 

“A thief! Great Scott, he must be 
a Sampson to have carried off a trunk 
the size of mine. I told the traffic 
agent my opinion. That gentleman 
smiled. I was mad. These smiles 
were altogether too common and too 
insinuating. Immediately I demand- 
ed a full explanation, adding that a 
law suit against the road would un- 
doubtedly be my next course. 

“ ‘If you will telegraph, at the 
road’s expense, the facts of the case to 
your firm, I will present you with 
transportation to your city, where you 
can confer with our detective.’ 

“The plot was thickening, but I 
was determined to be game, and con- 
sented. The firm perhaps thought 
that I was decidedly erractic in my 
behavior, but upon hearing the story 
they smiled. Another smile, — well it 
was lucky they were my superiors. 

“I was obliged to wait several 
minutes for the detective when I 
asked for an interview with him. 
The clerk told me he had been very 
busy the paat two days and was 
getting a little rest. He explained 
that the detective had been working 
yrithout sleep for several days and 
having completed the job, had de- 
cided to get back some of the sleep 
that he was entitled to.’ “Finally 
the worthy sleuth entered. His first 
movement, after hearing me through, 
was a smile. I was almost ready 
to spring upon him when he said 
abruptly, ‘Well, we’ve got your trunk, 
but it was a deuce of a chase.’ 

‘ “Thank |heaven,’ said I, ‘now I’ll 
forgive your smiling. But tell me, 
how did I lose it, and how did you 
find it?’ ‘Well,’ he began “it 
was a new one on me and I guess you 
too are a stranger to the game. I’ve 
been on the watch for some time and 
I landed one of the slickest crooks in 
this part of the country.’ “How 
does that interest me?’ I inquired 
impatiently. 

‘ “In this way” retorted the detect- 
ive.’ You lost your trunk didn’t 
you?’ I nodded in assent. ‘And I’ve 
found it.’ 

‘ “But tell me more about it.’ 

“Us a long story but I’ll try and make 
it a short one. This particular crook 
I find, has been working thiB little 
game for some time. Trunks like 
those which you use are his particular 
prey. Now this is his modus operand! : 

“ ‘After spotting the trunk of a 
commercial traveller when it is first 
checked, he gets a line on what it 
contains and where it is going. Im- 
mediately he trots into the baggage 
room a small and cheap trunk of his 
own. This latter one he has checked 
to a place in the country, it doesn’t 
matter much where. “Now the 
genteel thief boards the same train 
as you, and looks as prosperous as any 
one. After the train gets well out in- 
to the country he strolls into the bag- 
gage car, creating the impression 
that he is interested in the welfare 
of his baggage. “Baggage-men 

have a good deal to do during the trip 
and if a well-dressed stranger is 
carefully looking over his trunk, or 
what appears to be his trunk, they 
pay little or no attention to him. 

‘ “While the backs of the baggage- 
men are turned, however, the young 
man is shifting the check on the sam- 
ple trunk to that which he has 
brought. Then, you see, the check 
he holds is for the bigger trunk. 

‘“Having accomplised this part of 
his little game he returns to the car. 

After several stations have been 
passed the crook returns to the bag- 
gagc-car, asking for the man in 
charge. ‘This is my trunk,’ he says, 
pointing to the big one, for which he 
holds the check, 'and I’d like to have 
it put off at this next stop.’ The next 
stop, by the way, is a small place. 
The crook then adds, ‘I know my 
trunk is checked way through to 
X — -, but I’ve just got a telegram 

which says I must stop here.’ 

“ ‘Perhaps the well-dressed stranger 


offers some cigars; at any rate he 
usually finds the baggage-man unsus- 
pecting and obliging. When the 
next stop is renched, off goeB the 
trunk. He hustles it tinder cover and 
rlfica it. With everything his own 
way, no one Is the wiser. Smooth 
trick iant’ it.’ added the detective 
smiling. 

“ 'Very smooth, indeed,’! replied. 
This time, I smiled, too.” 

Washington Letter. 

Washington, D. C,, Aug. 3, 1903. 

Deeply as they regret the discovery 
that corruption exists in the executive 
departments in Washington, repub- 
licans here, and probably througou* 
the country, are rejoiced that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has had the courage 
to probe to the bottom one govern- 
ment department and now contem- 
plates the thorough investigation of 
another. There is in some quarters 
an impression that the control of the 
reins of government by one of the 
great parties, beyond a limited time, 
inevitably results in dishonest admin- 
istration and the time is not remote 
when the democrats gained a national 
victory with the slogan “Turn the 
rascals out,” That they might have 
done so again had there been any lack 
of earnestness on the part of the 
President in investigating the Post 
Office Department is admitted by the 
wiser republican politicians, but it is 
appreciated now, even by the demo- ( 
crats, that Mr. Roosev elt has effectu- 
ally spiked any democratic guns ( 
which may have been loaded with * 
charges of corruption by inaugurating t 
a thorough investigation of the Post [ 
Office Department and by preparing j 
for a top to bottom inspection of the r 
Government Printing Office. \ 

It was not with the expectation of 
finding dishonest methods that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt determined to insti- 
tute an investigation of the methods 1 
in vogue in the Printing Office, but 
with a view to ascertaining why it . 
was that the cost of printing and 
binding performed by the Public | 
Printer should so greatly exceed the 
cost of the same work performed by 
private institutions. Since, however, 
an investigation has been determined 1 
upon there have been a number of I 
charges that there are serious leaks in 
the administrative methods. A rule , 
of the bookbinders’ union which 
limited the daily task of all its mem- 
bers first called the attention of the 
President to the extravagant conduct 
of the government printing establish- a 
ment and it is probable that to that 1 
rule he charged much of the in- 
creased cost of the federal printing ] 
and binding but, to the surprise of 
many, the officers of the bookbinders' ' 
union announce that they will wel- t 
come an investigation as it will re- 
veal the real leak and relieve their j 
union from the odium of an unjust i 
suspicion. While there will doubtless a 
be many unfounded rumors of cor- ^ 
ruption in the Printing Office from t 
now on, no one who has witnessed ( 
the thorough methods and the cour- s 
ageous Bpirit which have character- ; 
ized the investigation of the Post 
Office Department will for a moment 
believe that the President will be 
satisfied with any “superficial inves- I 
tigation” and the general public will 
rest assured that, when Secretary 
Corteyou, who by his high probity 
and business-like methods has al- i 
ready won the respect of the public | 
and to whom llie'conduct of the in- 
vestigation will be confided, *has 
completed his examination of the 
Government Printing Office, he will 
have left unturned no stone nor per- | 
mitted to escape his attention any im- 
proper transaction. In the words of 
a prominent democratic member of 
Congress, now in Washington, 
“President Roosevelt^is stealing our 
thunder. He is turning his own 
rascals out. ” 

What is regarded as the most im- * 
portant and wide-sweeping disclosure \ 
in connection with the Post Office in- i 
vestigation has just occurred. The 
grand jury of the Distlct of Columbia 
has just returned indictments against 
eight persona, chief of whom is Au- 
gust W. Machen, the other seven be- 
ing Macheo’s confederates! in various ( 
schemes to defraud the government 1 
and as a result of which it is esti- | 
mated that Machen and his pals 
have divided profits amounting to 
upwards of 375,000, the cases just 
disclosed being entirely aside from ‘ 
the previous indictments of Machen 
which have been related in these 
letters. In addition to those hereto- 
fore indicted and now indicted 
again, the grand jury has returned 
true bills against William C. Long 
of Xenia, Ohio, but more recently of 
Washington, Maurice Runkle of New 
York, John T. Cupper, mayor of 
Lockhaven, Pa., William Gordon 
Crawford, manager of the Postal Lock 
& Device Company of New York and 
one time deputy auditor for the Post 1 
Office Department. 

There are four contracts awarded 
by Machen in his capacity of gener- 
al superintendent of free delivery on 
which the new indictments are based. 

In two cases Machen awarded con- 
tracts for carrier’s bags, or satchels, 
to be provided with shoulder straps. 
Having bought and paid for the straps 
with government funds he delivered 
them to the manufacturers of the 
satchels whom he Induced to pay him 
the amount thus saved to them. He 
moreover, made the contractor who 
furnished the straps pay him a com- 
mission. In the third instance Mach- 
en purchased, without calling for 
bids, certain leather cases used by 
carriers. For these he paid 90 cents 
each, a fair price being 30 cents.and 
compelled the manufacturers to divide 
between himself and his confederates 
the remaining 00 cents. In the fourth 
instance Machen awarded to Mayor 
Cupper a contract for painting letter 
boxes which the manufacturers were 
required by contract to paint, and 
under this contract divided with his 
pals the sum of 318,000. Ho closely 
identified with Machen and his 
“forty thieves” was H. II. Rand, 
confidential clerk to the Postmaster 
General that, it is understood, the 
President requested Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne to dispense with Rand’s 
services when Mr. Payne called re- 
cently at Oyster Bay.

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N. T. ALLEN DEAD. 

Founder Of The Allen 
School of West Newton. 

Prominent as an Educator and Citi- 


tionist, and an officer of the society 
when in those days it cost something 
\ to be identified with men of their be- I 
I lief. He was many times mobbed 
when in their company, and naturally 
became an early member of the Free 
Soil party. 

In 1869, having- been appointed an 
agent of the commissioner of public 
education by Hon. Henry Barnard, 
Mr. Allen went abroad and spent two 
years in studying- the school system 
of England, Scotland, Ireland, France, 
Italy, Austria and in particular of 
what is now included*in the German 
empire. The results of his observa- 


Mr. Nathaniel T. Allen, one of the 
foremost citizens of this community 
during the lastjfifty years, died at his 
summer home at Liuekin, Me., last 
Saturday morning. 

Nathaniel Topliff Allen was born 
in Medfield, Sept. 29, 1623, and was 
the son of Ellis and Lucy (Lane) 
Allen. The homestead farm, bought 
from the Indians, has been owned and 
tilled by seven generations of Allens, 
noted for longevity, sterling common 
sense and rugged worth; and there 
during his minority Mr. Allen fol- 
lowed the pursuits of his ancestors 
and laid the foundation of a remarka- . 
bly vigorous constitution. Portions 
of three years of his minority were 
passed in a Waltham cotton mill, 
where was acquired a knowledge of 
textile manufacture. He received a 
good common school education in a 
family school of Rev. Joseph Allen at 
Northboro, and at Northfield Acade- 
my. 

After three successful seasons in 
charge of schools, and having chosen 
to become a teacher, he continued his 
professional studies in the Bridge- 
water Normal Bchool under Nicholas 
Tlllinghast, and m the Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute at Troy, N. Y. 
After teaching in the common dis- 
trict and singing schools at Mans- 
field, Northboro, Northfield and 
Shrewsbury, until the spring of 1848, 
Mr. Allen was appointed by Horace 
Mann of the State Board of Educa- 
tion to the charge of the model de- 
partment of the normal school at 
West Newton. This position he filled 
with marked ability for nearly six 
years, when, in connection with 
Cyrus Pierce, father of American j 
normal schools, he established the in- 
utitutlon of which, associated with 
his brother, the late James T. Allen, 
he was the principal up to his re- 
tirement about three years ago. The 
school was known as. the Allen 
school, but is correctly the West 
Newton English and Classical school. 
This school drew pupils from all over 
the world. 

During a busy life in the classroom 
Mr. Allen held many other positions 
of responsibility. He was president 
of the board of directors of the Pom- 
roy Newton Home for Orphan and 
Destitute Girls since It was founded; 
was also the president of the Newton 
Woman’s Sufi rage Association and a 
director In the American Peace Socie- 
ty. He was trustee of the Boston 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
and u member of .the committee of 
examination in natural science at 
Harvard. 

Mr. Allen was a Garrisonian abuli-

tions of the secondary schools, gym- 
nasia, real and volks schulen of Prus- 
sia, Saxony and Nassau are preserved 
in a valuable report published and 
distributed by order of the secretary 
of the interior. 

In all matters affecting local inter- 
ests particularly in the time of re- 
forms, Mr. Allen was always active. 
He was identified with the tariff re- 
form and civil service movements and 
was an ardent anti-imperialist during 
recent years. He was one of the In- 
corporators and at the time of hiB 
death was the oldest member of the 
First Unitarian Society of West New- 
ton. 

Mr. Allen was married March 30, 
1853, to Caroline Swift Bassett, daugh- 
ter of James Nye and Rebecca Free- 
man Bassett of Nantucket, who sur- 
vives him as do two daughters, both 
of whom are residents of West New- 
ton. It was but five months ago that 
Mr. and Mrs, Allen celebrated their 
fiftieth wedding anniversary. 

Services were held at 1.30 Tuesday 
afternoon at the Allen homestead on 
Webster street, and were attended by 
prominent educators from all parts of 
the country, former pupils and busi- 
ness and professional men and women 
in all walks of life. They were of a 
simple character, comprising a biief 
prayer and eulogy by Rev. Julian C. 
Jaynes, pastor of the First Unitarian 
church, and singing by a quartet. 

At the close of the services the 
body was taken to Forest Hills ceme- 
tery and cremated. The ashes were 
luter interred in the family lot at 
Medfield, Mr. Allen’s birthplace. The 
pallbearers, all former pupils of the 
deceased, were Messrs. Eugene F. 
Fay, Henry F. King, George D. Davis, 
Edward C. Barrage, Charles E. Hat- 
field and Henry M. Nourse. . 


Among the floral tributes were 
numerous designs from relatives, pu- 
pils and from the educational socie- 
ties of which Mr. Allen was for many 
years an active member.

Friendly 
towards the King and court of Italy, 
extremely popular with the Italian 
populace, wonderfully gifted in liter- 
ary and administrative affairs, and 
already on record as a staunch sup- 
porter of the policy of Leo XIII, the 
pope elect takes is place in the coun- 
cils of the church with the prospect 
of a glorious reign and the undivided 
support of the whole Catholic world. 

In response to a query of one of our 
reporters, a prominent pastor of New- 
ton gave this reply; How could the 
decision be other than blessed of God, 
coming from men so distinguished for 
their learning, so conservative in ac- 
tion, so pre-eminent in virtue, so illus- 
trious for their God fearing spirit, 
love for the church, and the supreme 
interests of all humanity,. backed as 
they were by the fervent prayers of 
all Christendom? Pius X, in the 
highest sense will prove to the church 
and mankind, a God-given man. His 
ten years of administration at Venice 
are the harbinger ofthe brightest hopes 
for a glorious pontificate. 

Literally, as the 700 year old pro- 
phey of Malachi runs, — "he coiues 
I from the red.” Venice, as you know, 
is an island in the Adriatic. 

The other Catholic clergymen of the 
city declined to express any opinion 
regarding the new pope.

A large item in the tax warrant thia 
year as will be noticed iti the figures 
we published recently is the 
amount called for by the state for the 
metropolitan sewer, metropolitan 
water, metropolitan park and general 
purposes. The total of these taxes is 
nearly thirty thousand dollars larger 
than the same items in 1902. The 
state tax itself is increased from 

329.000 to 549,000 in round figures. A 
contemplation of the figures which 
cdl for this increase does not serve to 
detract from the rather poor opinion 
we have had of the legislature for 
this year. The item of 3100,000 for 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
of which Newton’s share is 52000, Is 
extravagance pure and simple. It 
seems strange, that nearly 3300,000 
was found necessary for public build- 
ings in one year besides 3151,000 for 
Normal schools. It would seem better 
policy to spread this expense over a 
period of five or ten years so that the 
entire amount would not come in any 
one year, 

$23,000 for the Gen. Hooker statue 
dedication and 55,800 for dedication 
of the Vicksburg monument are need- 
less expenses inspired only by a senti- 
ment which could have been expressed 
in a far less extravagant manner. 

We have instanced these cases sim- 
ply^to call attention to the very great 
need of sending our best men to the 
Senate and House; men who will re- 
member that the City of Newton will 
pay one-fiftieth of the cost 'of every 
appropriation made by the state, and 
who will act accordingly. 

Representative Warren, whose re- 
election and probable re-appointment 
to the Ways and Means Committee 
ought to be particularly valuable to 
the *City of Newton next year and 
should have the support of an able 
and useful colleague. 

A serious question confronts the 
dwellers in Wards One and Seven to 
replace the accommdations for lecture*, 
concerts and other entertainments re- 
quiring the use of a hall. The oc- 
cupation of Eliot hall by the Y. M. 
C. A., the small size of the former 
Y. M. C. A. hall and the serious objec- 
tions to Amory nail on account of the 
noise from the railroad, leaves the 
village practically with no facilities 
of this character. 

There is a splendid opportunity for 
our public spirited men to erect a con- 
venient and comfortable hall for 
these purposes, and fill *a need which 
will be seriously felt before the next 
season is over. 

The selection of a new voting place 
will also be a problem for our worthy 
City Clerk and it may* be necessary 
to cross the line into Ward One for 
the purpose, 

The lovers of athletics, and particu- 
larly the devotees of tennis, will not 
approve of the actions of the Ameri- 
can representatives at Longwood in 
seeking to take advantage of the tem- 
porary injury to Mr. R. F. Doherty. 
The English players should have the 
utmost courtesy shown ihem as the 
public only desires to see the best 


City Hall Notes. 

The difference of about 510,000 in 
the Metropolitan Sewer tax assess- 
ment of this city for the years 1902 
and 1903 is caused largely by the pre- 
mium on the sale of bonds in 1902 
and the present year. In 1902 the 
premium on loans of 52,040,000 on the 
whole state amounted to 5134,566. 

This premium was applied to the in- 
terest and other accounts, making a 
very substantial reduction in the as- 
sessment which would otherwise have 
been levied. Comparatively a very 
small advantage is gained this year 
from premium on bonds, consequently 
the assesumeut has had to be in- 
creased. There has been no unusual 
increase in the Metropolitan Sewer 
expenses. 

The county tax this year is 564, 
971.99. an increase of 52,623,58 over 
1902. 

The board of health report for July 
shows the remarkably small number 
of 23 deaths for the month, 8 of which 
were over 70 years of age. There were 
but 2 cases of diphtheria, 3 cases of 
scarlet fever and 2 cases of typhoid 
in the city on August 1st.

There is nothing of this sort 
In Cornwall and Devon. 

In Styrln nnd Corlnthln it Is known 
that an arsenic enter can never bo bro- 
ken of the habit ami that If arsenic be 
compulsorily kept from the enter death 
rapidly ensues. It is believed In the 
Tamar— and this Is perhaps true — that 
an arsenic worker is fit for no other 
work. He must remain at this occupa- 
tion. Health and breath fall him at 
other employments. Eventually It may 
be that chronic arsenical poisoning en- 
sues. But this mny be staved off, if not 
wholly prevented, by scrupulous clean- 
liness, by care taken not only to wash 
in the “changing house,” but to bfrihe 
freely at home. As one of the foremen 
said to the writer, “Against arsenic the 
best antidote is soap taken externally.”

BUOYANT MIDDLE AGE. 

It Dallies Janntllr With Youth In 
These Progressive Dafl. 

Ilnlf a century ago a man of forty- 
flvo was regarded almost elderly, and a 
woman of the mime age was expected 
to lmvo long alnce cut heraelf adrift . 
from all ties binding her to her youth 
and to assume the appearance and de- 
portment of a staid, exemplnry matron. 
All this has changed In n particularly t 
Interesting way, of which the promi- ! 
nent feature Is a seeming contrndlc- 
tlon. If the threc-ycn r-ohl child of to- , 
day is ns knowing us was the six-year- 
old of half a century ngo nnd the ten- 1 
year-old hoy of todny Is In many re- 
spects quite ns much a man ns was his 
grandfather nt eighteen, one might nnt- ' 
urally expect that in due gradation tho ' 
modern middle aged man should be old 
beyond his years. But such Is not the 
case. 

Middle age, so far irom hurrying on 
Into senility, bo far even from standing 
still, would seem actually tp have 
stepped backward and marched along- 
side of youth. There Is a jauntiness, a 
buoyancy, an elasticity, about the mid- 
dle ago of todny at which our fathers 
would have shaken their beads as un- 
seemly. The gulf which once separated 
the middle aged parent from bis chil- 
dren has been filled up. The curtain 
which shrouded the middle aged man 
generally from the eyes of youth and 
which caused him to be regarded with 
respect if not with awe has been lifted, 
and In obedience to the same Influences 
which have made the schoolmaster the 
friend of the schoolboy and the regi- 
mental officer almost the comrade of 
his men the middle aged man of todny 
is never so happy ns when working or 
playing upon an equality and actually 
In connection with youth. 

As with men so It Is with women. 
Social statisticians tell us that the age 
at which women nre considered most 
eligible for marriage has been very 
notably advanced of late years, nnd 
we know that the lament of many a 
matchmaking mamma is that the most 
dreaded rivals of her darling nre not 
to be found so much among the girls 
of her own age as among women who 
not many years ago would have been 
relegated to the ranks of hopeless old 
maidenhood. The fact that the middle 
aged lady of today Is much younger in 
manner and tastes Is of course not the 
only reason for this, but It Is among 
the most potent.— London Spectator. 

A Very Stransre Intercession. 

In a church where the prayers are 
made at the discretion of the minister 
very strange intercessions are some- 
times presented.

Haw to Remove Stones From Lund. 

Large rocks should be heated by 
burning a quantity of brush on each 
one, and then with a good heavy sledge 
nnd steel wedges most of them can bo 
split into fragments that can be hauled 
off upon the drag. Medium sized rocks 
may bo drawn out by digging round 
them, fastening a log chain upon the 
lower side and attaching the team. Let 
tho horses start slowly, and with a lit- 
tle effort the stone may be pulled out 
at the second or third pull. A good 
way to get rid of stones Is to bury 
them, but bury them deep— not less 
than tbreo feet from the surface — as 
they will bo certain to work up to tho, 
top in a few years, when tho work has 
to be done ovor again at considerable 
cost

Mr. Henry Augustus Priest, senior 
member of the firm of Priest, Page 
& Co., of Boston, steel merchants, 
died last Friday afternoon at his 
home on Vista avenue, Auburndale.

Death of Mrs. Bourne

years a resident of Auburndale.passed 
away on Wednesday, the twelfth, at 
the old homestead on Auburn street, 
at the age of eighty-four years and 
six months.

Half an hour 
later she came hurriedly out of the 
room, white faced, drawn, nerved up 
to desperate endeavor.

How he got through the night O'Neill 
never knew. The court martial in the 
morning had taken little time. Its 
sentence, a foregone conclusion, 
promptly approved by the admiral, 
had been death by hanging at half 
after 6 o’clock that night. He hud re- 
fused to give any further parole In the 
faint hope that something might ena- 
ble him to escape, and consequently 
bad been heavily Ironed and placed In 
confinement In the space between two 
of the great guns on the lower gun 
deck— the Semple wuh a double banked 
frigate — on the starboard side. The 
forethought of Coventry, who had at- 
tended him with the solicitude and 
kindness of n brother and hud pleaded 
for him unavailing]}' before the court, 
had caused a canvus screen to be pro- 
vided, which Inclosed two of the guus 
and allowed him to pass his hours un- 
disturbed by the curious g axe of the 
English seamen. An uriqed marine 
Btood always as sentry before the 
screen. 

Captain Pearson, a gallant officer, 
had been kindness itself In all his ar- 
rangements, but his orders, wbieh were 
peremptory, left him no discretion 
whatever. O’Neil] passed Ills time sit- 
ting by the open port, leaning ou a 
gun, gazing out over the Water nt the 
gray old castle where he had found his 
love and met his fate. Many tragedies 
had been enacted within Its walls dur- 
ing long centuries of his tor}’— none sad- 
der than bis own. 

It would have been foolish to say 
that he had no regrets. No one could

I Late In tlie afternoon his meditations 
Were Interrupted by the arrival of Cov- 
I entry. The poignant unhappiness of 
the young Englishmen was if anythin;.: 
greater than that of O'Neill. His en 
g.igement to Elizabeth Howard, with 
whom lie had grown up, hud been at 
first more or less a matter of conven- 
ience, and he find never entirely real- 
ized the hold she had taken upon Ids 
heart until he heard her in the arms of 
U’NeJU make that frantic avowal of 
her overwhelming passion. Men fre- 
' q neatly flo not know tin* value of whut 
they have until they lose it. 

Coventry’s heart had heen sur- 
charged with love and devotion to this 
woman, and because his life had gilded 
on evenly ho had not known how full 
of love It was until he had been so 
shaken that it bad overflowed. Ho 
would, be thought, cheerfully huva

taken the other’s place, sentence of 
dentb and all. could be henr but once 
before lie died tbe ringing accents of 
such a sublime confession and for him- 
self. His love for the woman of bis 
choice was of the most exalted diame- 
ter and might well, were merit or fit- 
ness alone to be considered In such n 
case, have claimed her own deepest 
feelings In return. 

When Elizabeth had appealed to him 
to Intervene, with a magnanimity as 
rare as it was noble, he bad subordinat- 
ed his happiness to her own and had 
endeavored to procure a mitigation of 
the punishment Imposed upon bis rival, i 
though lie knew ids success would 
throw Ids promised wife Into tbe arms 
of O'Neill. He bad not done this with- 
out a terrible struggle — it was a gray 
faced, broken man who looked upon 
the world of today in place of tbe smil- 
ing youth of the night before — but he 
bad done it. lie felt that tbe sacrifice 1 
would cost him his life, and for that he 
was truly glad; yet he bnd offered It 
freely, generously nnd nobly.

them all, who had shown his breeding 
on a cross, bad set the example of self 
sacrifice. A sentence quoted by the 
chnplnlii in the service a few days be- 
fore which hud struck Ills fancy ran 
In his heud. He had a good memory. 

“I will very gladly spend and be 
spent for you, though the more abun- 
dantly I love you the less I be loved,” 

Yes, that wns it. • 

At tbe first moment when he found 
Inst night that bis pleadings were of 
no avail and that O’Neill was doomed 
to die his heart hud leaped In his 
breust at the thought tbut his rival 
would be removed, but be had crushed 
the thought as unworthy a gentlemnn 
of Ills high ideals, and there had come 
to him In addition n consciousness that 
to a love like Elizabeth Howard’s the 
dentil of a beloved would make no 
change. Such passions come but once 
In a lifetime, nnd when they arrive 
they are ns eternal as the stars. lie 
had given her up, and she belonged In 
lire or death another. A glance at 
Ills own anguished heart enabled hiui 
to feel for her. Time would not soften 
q blow to a nature like to hers. 

In the execution of O'Neill Coventry 
saw tlie death wnrrant of Elizabeth, 
lie had passed the day raeklng his 
brain and thinking of some wny to de- 
lay the execution, but without avail.

■aa*l lllvhli the Only Remedy Far 
Misrepresentation. 

Tho opponent* of woman suffrage 
claim that women nre already repre- 
sented by their husbnnds, fathers and 
brother*. ' 

This so called representation bears 
no fair proportion to numbers. Here Is 
a man who has a wife, a widowed 
mother, four or five unmarried sister* ' 
end half a dozen unmarried dnugb- 1 
ters. Ills vote represents himself and ( 
all these women, nnd it counts one. 
while the rote of bis bachelor neighbor | 
next door, wltbout n female relative In i 
the world, count* for Just ns much, j 
Since tlie object of taking n vote is to ! 
get at tbe wish of the majority It is ' 
clear thnt the only fair nnd nccurate 
way is for each grown person to have 
one vote and cust it to represent him- 
self or herself. 

American men are the best In tbe ] 
world, and if It were possible for aDy j 
men to represent women through kind- | 
ness nnd good will to them American * 
men would do it. But a man is by na- 
ture too different from a woman to be j 
able to represent her. The two cren- i 
tures are unlike. Whatever his good ’ 
will, he cannot fully put blmself in the 
place of a woman and look at things 
exactly from her point of view. To say i 
this Is no more a reflection upon his 
mental or moral ability than it would 
be a reflection upon his musical ability ‘ 
to say that he cannot sing soprano as 
well as bass. Unless men and women 
should ever become just alike (which 
would be regrettable and monotonous) 
women must either go unrepresented 
or represent themselves. 

Another proof that women’s opinions 
are not now fully represented Is the 1 
lack in many states of humane and 1 
protective legislation and the poor en- i 
forcemeut of such legislation where It ( 
exists, the Inadequate appropriation 
for schools, tbe permission of child la- 
bor in factories and in general the Im- 
perfect legal safeguarding of the mor- 
al, educational and humanitarian in- 
terests that women bnve most at 
heart. In most of our states the prop- 
erty laws are still more or Igsb unequal 
as between men nnd women. Sixty 
years ago, before the equal rights 
movement began, they were almost in- 
credibly unequal, yet our grandfathers 
loved their wives nnd daughters as 
much ns men do todny. 

WQMEN IN POLITICS. 

Being In, the Ballot Should Be 

Granted to Them. i 

It Is too Inte to talk of keeping worn- j 
en out of politics. They are In politics 
alrendy. When the women’s clubs go 
down In a body to plead for an nnti- 
expectoration ordinance before the city 
fathers, they are meddling in politics, 
as the expression goes, much more 
conspicuously and much less effective- 
ly than If they registered their opin- 
ions by turning tbe crank of n voting 
mnehine. When the women of New 
York raised $30,000 by personal solici- 
tation in the recent Low campaign, 
they were as much in politics us the 
man who comes around with a satchel 
a fortnight before election, notwith- 
standing thnt many of them were antl- 
suffm gists. 

The question which confronts us to- 
day Is not whether women shall go 
into politics, but how they shall go In— 
whether they skull go in decentiy and j 
honorably, in the purifying light of ; 
publicity, through the front door, or i 
whether they shnll sneak In deviously ' 
In the unwholesome durkness of con- { 
cealment through the back door — in a 
word, whether they Bholl be voters or 
lobbyists. 

The ballot is a tool. Suffrage is es- 
sentially a means and not an end. Wo- 
men need the ballot because it Is tbe 
one efficient tool to Improve the civil , 
and economic condition of womanhood. I 
The Russlnn farmer who uses n hand 
plow can still raise n crop, but he can- ( 
not hope to compete with his scientific 
American rival who uses Improved ag- 
ricultural machinery, backed by knowl- ' 
edge of soils nnd drainage and climatic ■ 
conditions. So women can occasional- ^ 
ly obtain favors from the powers that j 
be at the cost of their own dignity and < 
honesty, by that Bpecies of the black ! 
art called indirect influence, but they I 
cannot compete for one Instant with 
an enfranchised opposition, armed with < 
the effective instrument, the bullot, ! 
and fortified by practical knowledge of i 
political conditions.

Justice would be worth more to wo- 
men than chivalry If they could not , 
have both.

gladly stand for twenty minutes in the j ' 
street car going home if by so doing I 
could get the same pay that u man 
would have bud for doing my day's 
work.” But women do not have to , 
stuud in the street cars half so often in 
Deuver us in Boston or New York. Jus- t 
tice and chivalry are not In the least 
Incompatible. Women have more free- ; 
dom ami equality In America than in 
Europe, yet American men are the most 
chivalrous in the world. 

There Is no such thing as man’s j 
rights and woman’s rights separate 1 
and distinct from each other. Wo- 
man’s rights are simply human rights. 
The sexes belong to each other. What 
benefits one helps the other. What 
elevates cither uplifts both. Man is 
the outdoor and woman the RuUmr 
partner In the firm of humanity.

Finessing- in opponents suits usually 
. tj<# jlorjo ') of ’ > *uudefplaM, 
wbichrM! tr'lhore af»prb]^rlate feritv'fbr 
it. But, by whatever name the 
play is known, the principle in- 
volved is identical with that upon 
which the most proper finesse rests — 
an attempt to make the cards yield 
an extra trick by attention to known 
or,inferred position. 

'In discussing- finesses in one’s own 
suit, the theory is advanced that 
it is of the utmost importance, to 
retaifi possession of command ga 
long as consistent with safety, and 
this is manifestly the , controlling- 
influence when dealing with suits of 
opponents. If it be essential, as argued, 
to retain command of your own suit 
until the third round in order that 
its bringing in mav be assured, the 
converse, for purposes of defense; is 
equally true. So that it is quite as 
important to refuse to part with com- 
mand of opponents* suits, as long as 
it may Bafely be done, if you would 
have your game strong in defensive 
as well as offensive tactics. 

In dealing with opponents’ suits it 
should be first noted that a marked 
difference exists between plain suits 
and trumps, for reasons most obvious. 

. The master trump must always make, 
so that to postpone its play until a 
later trick, unless for some reason 
the trump lead must be interrupted 
immediately, can not lose, and may 
gain. Not so with plain suits, 
unless trumps have all been exhaust- 
ed, in which case they may be played 
as back wardly as trumps. Ripe judg- 
ment is required to decide when the 
master card of an adverse plain suit 
may be safely held up until the third 
round,, and this includes both ability 
to read the situation from the fall of 
the card, and a knowledge of the 
methods being used by opponents. 
Assume the position of second hand 
to the return of a four-card suit 
originally opened on your left, In 
which you hold king and two small. 
Suppose the ace played by your right- 
hand opponent to have won the first 
trick, and that the size of the card 
indicates his original holding to 
have been three, Here you could 
refuse to play the king with a toler- 
able amount of safety, as the suit 
would seem to be one that will go 
around three times, and the original 
opener, unless his holding be headed 
by two cards in sequence, such as 
queen and jack, 1 b placed in the po- 
sition of being compelled to take the 
finesse obligatory, and your partner 
may be permMed to wlu the trick 
with the third or fourth best card of 
the suit, leaving your master for 
the third round. I have often been 
second hand to the return under 
such circumstances, holding king 
and jack, and upon playing the 
latter, had good whisters refuse to 
beat it with the queen third hand 
on the assumption that It was a phase 
of finesse obligatory, and that the 
king lay behind. If the suit under 
consideration be trumps, any uice 


calculation of its chances to go 
around three times would be un- 
necessary, and it/is almost always 
-proper to- play- law T trusting. to. tliitd- 
hand’s making a mistake. The 
ability to win the next trick in all 
probability and to then lead out 
three rounds of trumps is ofteti ; a 
justification for refusing to play the 
master card of an adverse plain suit 
second hand, upon the second round 
thereof, although there is always 
an element of luck about such pla^, 
as there usually is where any question 
of finesse arises. 

The most familiar example of 
fourth hand finesse or uuderplav in 
opponents’ suits is that which gbes 
under the name of the “bath coup,” 
and consists in refusing a king or 
queen led by adversary on the left 
when the fourth hand hold* ace, jack 
and small of the suit led. The prin- 
ciple involved — that of reducing what 
was only a potential teuace to an act 
ual major tenace — may be applied 
with advantage in many more com- 
plicated situations, particularly Jfn 
the play of the trump suit, where 
opportunities tor -its application 
occur with astonishing frequency. 
Let the theory ouce be mastered and 
the occasions for putting, it into 
practice will not be lacking. Cloie 
counting of the small cards is im- 
portant here— in fact, it is the sine 
qua non. A play quite similar to 
the bath coup often practiced with 
success against the unwary is that 
of fourth 9add .holding up the ace 
from - ac^ tan aim small t^hen the 
jack fib'led^ iXponitue itbeory Sthat the 
leader, suppqsiug his partner to have 
the ace, iua^ dext lead a low card 
instead of centiaaiixr with oue of 
his sequenced - Tffe play ought never 
to succeed, i tjhouah. or the leader’s 
proper continuation* -when the jack 
holjl^ ^iy eitjifri the Ipjng. qr,qupcn, 
according to whether the suit is of 
five or six cards. When the king is 
led, fourth hand, with the same or 
a similar holding, may sometimes 
induce a trump lead by staying off 
the first trick, retaining his card of 
reentry, at the some time, ^pother 
favorite hold-up device to iOix a 
trump lead is that of the jack fourth 
hand frbm 1 ace dficf’jadk only, upon 
the king or queeu led. Deals where 
the trump and suit strength are so 
delicately balanced that such a hold- 
ing np may cause a swing of two or 
three tricks are not of uncommon 
occurrence. Assume a situation 
where two plain suits, each suscep- 
tible - of establishment in one 
round, are opposed to one another, 
and each is df funded by four trumps 
ol a|)o(it e^iml powetj. WhiQlu Will 
fyc broaght in. is simply u qtmsltbn 
of advantage that the master card 
of an opponent’s suit may often be 
held up with profit. Flays of thiB 
nature are out of the usual run and 
beginners are not advis«<J to attempt 
them, but the average player muy 
occasionally experiment ^iotig these 
lines and even failure tpuy result in 
extending his wtjist horizon. 
Strength follows exercise and per- 
fection comes only with practice. 

A cross-ruff is an interesting ami 
profitable thing while it lasts and 
will sometimes produce more tricks 
from a pair of hands thau any other 
method of treatment; but even such 
a good thing may be, and often is, 
carried too ’far, as is well illustrated 
by the play of the following deal, oue 
of a recent trophy match. At one 


! table South interrupted the cross-ruff 
long enough to get in two tricks in 
■ an unopened plain suit, ami also 
| bore ui mind the danger of trumping 
with a trump so high, that the hand 
' behind him would be choked off and 
1 give a discard: 

j West dealt ,and turned the two of 
clubs.’ North led. 
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North and South 8; East and West 
5. 

Trick 2 — South very properly ruffs 
with his jack of trumps, as uot only 
is that trump tipt a sure winner, 
but the king of hearts is sure to fall 
behind him unless West is calling. 

Trick 3 — The correct follow which 
saves at least a trick over a low 
opeuiug. Only a Western player 
would lead away from his ace of 
diapiouds at this point. 

Trick i— South has a hard nut to 
crack. While it is true that his 
ace and king of trumps will always 
make the same is not true ot any 
losing trump that North may ruff 
off on another lead of diamonds, unless 
this trick is held and the diamond 
returned immediately West is going 
to wiu the trick if South does uot, 
and one lead of trumps which will 
surely follow ihdy /place North hors 
dc combat. Iu deciding to win this 
tr;ck at all hazards. South forgot 
about hia and North’s probable trioks 
iu the unopened spade suit, and how 
they might be affected by the discard 
West will be enabled to make if 
choked off by his big trump.. 

Trick 7i— North sees the danger of 
West’s spade discard and starts iu 
to save what he may. This saves 
one trick. East plays well to put up 
his ace of spades and send West his 
singleton trump. 

Trick 10 — South could make oue 
more here by switching to diamonds. 


The week has brought a decided 
change iu seutiiuent. The intense 
bearishness which has so long pre- 
vailed has given way to a feeling of 
hopefulness and confidence. The idea 
that the worst is over, and that se- 
curities are safe purchases from now 
on, seems to be general. 

One of the strongest features of the 
immediate situation is the extensive 
investment buying by people who are 
taking securities *out of the street. 
This buying has been persistent for 
several weeks, but this week »t has 
become m<?re aggressive, llhe result 
is that confidence has becu strength- 
ened, and part of the tremendous 
short interest has been frighlpued in- 
to covering. It is not likely, how- 


ever, that the bear party will huy !n 
.their short contracts-at rising prices 
without making oue or two strong at- 
tempts to break the market. It would 
not be surprising, therefore, if there 
are sharp breaks although the general 
tendency should be upward. 

The ease in money at this season of 
the yepr »$ astonishing ffaukers In 
general have taken extra precaution 
this year, and consequently there ex- 
ists the greatest confidence that the 
crops will he moved without serious 
stringency. The abundance of money, j 
let loose by the long period of liquida- 
tion, is much greater than is indi- 
cated by the New York, bank state- 
ment, which shows qnly a slight re- 
duction during the last few months in 
loans. The. fact is, the liquidation 
has chiefly affected the volume of 
loans of the bauks outside of New 
York. Here iu. Boston, for example, 
the reserves are over 30 per cent., apd 
conditions are similar iu other large 
cities of the country. Besides this, 
sterliug exchange is easy, aud with 
Europe buying our securities, gold 
should be imported in considerable 
quantity during the next few months. 
There is, therefore, every ceason to 
believe that the outlook for the con- 
tinuance of easy money is exception- 
ally bright. 

The government crop report issued 
this week, showed the crops a litt le 
behind last year's, but still iu good 
condition. The corn crop, for in- 
stall ce is estimated at 2,250,000,000, 
bushels, compared with 2,300,000,000 
bushels a year ago; but it should be 
remembered that last year’s was the 
largest on record. In 1901 we had a coin 
crop of only 1,500,000,000 bushels, and 
iu that year the railroads had all the 
traffic they could handle. The foun- 
dations of our prosperity rest upon the 
crops, and with these harvested in 
good condition we should have good 
times for at least another year. 

Stock market prices have now ap- 
parently touched bottom ami are 
showing a tendency to advance. If a 
man with money is afraid to buy 
uow, he should never look to the 
stock market again; for securities 
were never better bargains. — Curtis 
and Kederquist letter.

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THE TAX RATE. 

The size of the tax rate j st an- 
nounced, ought not to be any surprise 
to our readers, if they have followed 
the various items which have recent- 
ly appeared in these columns, and 
the Assessors are certainly to be con- 
gratulated upon their ability to keep 
the rate down to 316.80. 

The reason for the increase of 
forty cents over last year is not far 
to seek. The large amount of the 
numerous state taxes and assess- 
ments, the increase in the city tax, 
together with a smaller increase in 
valuations than usual, combine to 
produce a result which will not be 
very satisfactory to our taxpayers. 

It will be noted in studying the 
figures that the total personal estate 
shows but a slight increase, and it 
is probable that this item in the fu- 
ture may lose instead of gain. The 
tendency to invest in Massachusetts 
corporations and other forms of direct 
non-taxable property being responsi- 
ble for this condition. 

Another interesting fact is that the 
real estate increase is principally in 
wards five and six. The claims hitherto 
made that the south side of the city 
has not been bearing its full share of 
the taxes are seemingly justified by 
these facts. The new scheme of as- 
sessment has evidently been a success 
in this direction. 

We cannot let this opportunity pass 
without reminding our readers that 
$16.80 is too high a rate of taxation 
to attract desirable residents to this 
city. Economy must be exercised in 
both city and state expenses. Those 
of the city are wholly within the con- 
trol of the voters and their wishes in 
this particular ought to be clearly 
stated to the aldermen at City Hall. 

State expenses cannot be reached so 
easily, but the kind of men we send 
to the State House should be the 
thought of every taxpayer. A 
thought which should be expressed at 
the caucuses and at the polls. 

THE CHARLES RIVER- 

The Charles River and incidentally 
the City of Newton have received un- 
enviable notoriety this last week from 
the establishment and enforcement of 
the new rules of the Park Commission 
governing the Charles River Reserva- 
tion; and the resulting protests from 
some canoeists, who believe the rules 
infringe their personal liberties. 

“The best sentiment of this city will 
heartily endorse the efforts of the 
Commission to make the river a re- 
spectable place for our young people, 
and to rid the community of a large 
and rapidly growing hoodlum ele- 
ment. 

Conditions on the river for the last 
two years have been rapidly retro- 
grading and many parents have for- 
bidden their daughters to go upon it. 
Indecent exhibitions, drinking, and 
profane language have been not un- 
common, and the efforts of the Com- 
mission to eradicate these evils must 
be commended. The community will 
even stand the most stringent meas- 
ures for a time if the desired result 
can be obtained. It will be noticed 
that the officers and more prominent 
members of the leading clubs having 
headquarters on the river are not tak- 
ing active part in the protests which 
have been made, and indeed, they are 
quietly approving of the work of the 
police. Such ail attitude is signifi- 
cant of the feeling of the beat ele- 
ments interested, and typical of the 
sentiment of the entire city.

Arrests Made by the Park 
Police 

For Violation of New Roles of the 
Park Commissioners. 


Matthew A. Peterson of Dorchester 
and Miss Flora Smith of Somerville, 
were arrested last Saturday afternoon 
by the Metropolitan Park police on 
the Weston side of the Charles river 
between Riverside and Waltham for 
violating the recently established 
ruleB of the Park Commission pro- 
hibiting indecent conduct. The case 
is the first under the new rules and 
will come up In the Waltham Police 
Court next Monday. The defendants 
have engaged counsel and will fight 
the case, claiming they were wholly 
within their lawful rights and that 
arrest was an outrage. 

Meetings to protest against the new 
rules of the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission regarding the use of the 
Charles river were held on Wednes- 
day evening in the various boathouses 
from Waltham to Riverside. 

Those present represented every 
shade of opinion from that of de- 
manding the removal of Supt. Hab- 
berly to the mere interpretation of 
the rule as enforced by the police. 

At Norumbega boat house, Samuel 
Dilloway, Harry B, Cathgart and 
Clarence F. West were appointed a 
committee to represent that boathouse 
in the test case to come up in Wal- 
tham next Monday and a sum of 
money raised for expenses. 

Similar action was taken at Gray 
& Frosts’ boat house where F. G. 
Carr and A. S. Morey were chosert 
as a committee, and at the Riverside 
Recreation grounds, where F. T. 
Whitney and James Gibson were part 
of the committee chosen. 

The proceedings at all of the meet- 
ings were held behind closed doors 
and the greatest secrecy was main- 
tained. 

A feature of the agitation is the 
circulation of a petition, addressed 
to the owners and managers of boat 
houses at Riverside, because the 
petitioners believe that by threaten- 
ing to take their canoes away from 
that part of the river they will force 
the managers to adopt some stringent 
means of having the obnoxious rule 
modified. The petition reads : 

“ “We, the undersigned, owners of 
canoes stored at your several boat 
houses in Riverside, enter protest 
against the police interpretation of 
section 1 of the new park rules, and 
unless modified we will move our 
canoes to some other part of the 
river." 1 

A committee composed of one or two 
members of nearly every canoe club j 
had the matter of circulating the peti- 
tion in charge, but, inasmuch as they 
were doing the work unofficially, they 
did not care to make their names 
public. 

Purification of me Charles. 

Mr. Editor: 

When the dearth of rain supply 
drains our beautiful and “sinuous” 
Charles River so that it exposes to 
the sun and atmosphere its vaBt 
stretches of weed and swamp, produc- 
ing the nauseous, inervating and ma- 
larial stench that threatens the phy- 
sical health and buoyancy of our 
youth who enjoy canoeing on its rest- 
ful bosom we are justly concerned 
and shrink from the danger ourselves 
and properly proclaim the cautionary 
signals to our households. That is 
wise. But we have waited for our 
Metropolitan Park Commission to 
awaken to the insiduous and growing 
danger to the morals of our sons and 
daughters who delight in this exhil- 
arating and recreative pastime of 
canoeing on the Charles. Far be it 
from me to speak disparagingly of the 
physical and mental and moral possi- 
bilities of this delightful aquatic 
sport. Yet this diversion has attract- 
ed from far and near large numDers 
of the youth of both sexes who have 
unwittingly diverted canoeing from 
a pleasant and frolickBome exercise, 
into planned opportunities for too 
promiscuous relations with each other 
without the wide restraints of chape- 
roning. The consequence is that the 
river’s banks and shady secluded nooks 
are sought out for “lovers’ retreats” 
where the pleasure seekers degrade 
this exhilarating pastime into ques- 
tionable repose, that tu talk it mildly 
is notorious shady, putting to blush the 
old timed custom of our ancestors 
known as “bundling” under the re- 
1 straints of home. 

: Parents little realize the danger 

. lurking in these apparently innocent 
’ outings. They are not aware that 
the River is infested with moral lep- 
ers who paddle in their graceful 
: canoes attractively lined with be- 
witching pillows and cushions con- 
taining no other occupant, up and 
down the river near the banks trying 
to lure the unsuspecting to enjoy the 
canoe with them. The River former- 
ly attracted our beat people young and 
t old, who have quite largely forsaken 
i their healthful and pleasureable exer- 
l cise in the open air and their gen- 
erous bathing in the strength giving 
sun’s light, because of the degrad- 
1 ing and immoral atmosphere that 
■ now surrounds it. 

1 Why it has been so degraded is be- 
yond iny ken and surely does not 
i speak well for human nature mire- 
j strained. 

» In the interests of society I bid our 
. good Park Commissioners God-Speed 
i iu their laudable effort to save our 
. youth from themselves and moral con- 
i tamination. 

. To me it is oue of the most plcas- 
f ureable methods of getting physical 
i life and exercise in the open, and 
s these little possible picnicing excur- 
sions in a restful canoe, with its 


simple banqueting^ on the shaded 
banks furnish pleasant memories to 
regale the long winter evenings before 
us. I trust our citizens will pay no 
attention to the mischievous appeals 
that may be made to the Commission- 
ers to cease their timely crusade in the 
interest of public morals and will en- 
courage them to so use their discre- 
tionary powers that our beautiful 
Charles may be kept morally pure so 
that our best people can venture there 
for health and strength without fear 
of having their modesty shocked, and 
can allow their young people to pur- 
sue what in itself ought to be inno- 
cent and moral enjoyment. Surely 
this crusade is timely I

He is a regular Methuselah 
among monkeys and yet he is only 12 
years of age, for the average life of 
the monkey in captivity is from two 
to three years. Of all the animals in 
the monkey house at Norumbega 
Park here is no other one that is ever 
three years old. So far as his age is 
concerned, “Felix” might be the 
great-great-great-great etc., grand- 
father of them all. It is nip and tuck 
now between “Felix” and the baby 
lions as to which one commands the 
more attention. To appreciate just 
how much of a curiousity “Felix” is 
the reader should know that his age 
in comparison with the average age 
of a monkey in this climate is so 
great that he bears the same relation 
to the other apes as a man who might 
be 500 years old would to the average 
mortal who lives to the age of three 
score years and ten.

A KHUN AUTICAL EXHIBITS, INCLUDING 

Working Modkls of Air-Ships. 

The rapid and marvelous advance in 
this country as well as in Europe to- 
ward the practical and effective solu- 
tion of the problem of aerial naviga- 
tion has aroused universal attention. 
This subject, so fast passing beyond 
the realm of speculation, theory 
and conjecture into the province of 
pure, practical, enlightened and suc- 
cessful experiment, will likely re- 
ceive the fullest possible considera- 
tion a year hence at the World’s 
Fair, In St. Louis. 

Meanwhile the public of Boston and 
New England will shortly receive 
such a perfect and comprehensive ob- 
ject lesson in this very matter as to 
familiarize it with the latest and most 
approved of Aeronautical appli- 
ances. 

This opportunity comes next Octo- 
ber at the Triennial Exposition of 
the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association, to be held in Mchanics 
Building. The idea, originally, of 
the directors of the association was to 
have but one exhibitor of aeronautics 
exhibit, an air-ship. Now, how 
ever, it has been decided that the 
field of competition shall be made 
broad enough to comprehend any. and 
it is to be hoped every first class in- 
vention designed to solve that most 
perplexing of all human problems 
in the line of applied mechanics, 
namely the navigation of the air. 
Already, printed circulars containing 
1 this announcement of a free for all 
competition and an offer of honor 
prizes have been sent through the 
country to every industrial centre with 
a view to attract the attention of 
mechanics and inventors generally. 
These circulars were issued last week 
and doubtless will have the desired 
effect, bringing the merchants and 
manufacturers exposition not merely 
a variety of inventions, but the 
very best in this particular field of 
aernoutics. The public will see from 
the first time In Boston not one but 
a number of veritable air-ships. 
Some of them, of course, will be 
simply miniature models; others, the 
full size machine, with power pro- 
vided and applied, and the whole 
apparatus prepared for the practical 
experiment of aerial navigation. 

This feature alone of the forthcom- 
ing exposition seems destined to 
arouse an extraordinary degree of 
public curiosity. It will go far to- 
ward making the big fair a stupen- 
dous success. Another feature, 
almost equally as novel and impor- 
tant, is liquid air, about which there 
still appears to be as little general 
knowledge as of that other marvelous 
force in nature, electricity. 

Then for diverse entertainments 
there will be the Japanese Garden, 
with the Geisha girls, and Creatore’s 
famous band.

REAL ESTATE 

A comparison of our new tax rate 
of $16.80, with other cities shows that 
Newton is not alone in advancing 
rates and that the advancement ia 
general throughout the state. 

The Boston Globe prints the follow- 
ing figures which make interesting 
comparisons for Newton tax payers: 

The tax rates for several of the 
cities and towns in greater Boston have 
been announced for 1903, and so far 
the city of Quincy, which reduced its 
rate from 517.40 to $17.30, is the only 
place to show a decrease from a year 
ago. 

Boston at $14.80, Brookline at $10 
and Nahant at $8, however, arc sta- 
tionary, having the same figures for 
1903 as in 1902. 

On the other hand, Chelsea’s rate 
jumps from $17.60 in 1902 to $18.60 
this year, Newton increases its rate 
from $16.40 to $16.80, Somerville from 
$16 40 to S17.20, and Waltham from 
$16.50 to $17.10. 

The tax rates in other places near 
Boston have not yet been announced. 

Whether the general tendency to in- 
crease the rate indicates extravagance, 
or is only the reflected desire of these 
communities to have proper civic con- 
ditions, only a student of finance who 
has considered each locality’s needs 
and its surroundings may decide. 

Boston’s total real estate value this 
year ra $985,553,300, and the personal 
estate is set at 234,897,023. There was 
a gain in the personal and realty val- 
ues of $29,175,707. 

Brookline’s real and personal prop- 
erty is valued at $87,179,900, a gain of 
$1,086,100 over 1902. The real estate 
is set at $59,966,200, against $57,915,- 
100 last year, and the personal estate 
is $27,213,700, against $28,178,700 a 
year ago, being a loss of $965,000. 
The nVmber of polls is 6132, an in- 
crease of 178. 

Newton’s real estate this year is 
$48,066,750, against $46,978,650 a year 
ago, and the personal estate $15,059,- 
825, against $15,024,930. 

The total valuation of Somerville is 
$56,981,360, against $55,485,370 last 
year; personal valuation $5,625,900, 
against $5,730,800; the realestate $51,- 
296,100, against $49,697,500. 

The real estate in Chelsea is valued 
at $21,747,500, personal $2,324,564. 
This is a total gain in valuation for 
1903 of $153,469. The real estate laBt 
year was valued at $21,604,650 and the 
personal at $2,340,945. 

Personal property in Waltham is 
valued at $5, 712,548. against $5,346,- 
556 a year ago; real, $15,967,700, 
againts $15,625,000. 

The real estate in Quincy is set at 
$19,692,300, which is $558,100 larger 
than a year ago; personal estate $3,- 
162,300, an increase of $139,808. 

In Nahant there are 295 polls, val- 
uation of personal estate $2,599,641, 
real estate $2,587,037.

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Washington Letter. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 17,1903. 

Cable communication is again es- 
tablished between the United 8tates 
and Bogota, the capital of Colombia, 
but the first news received from that 
point in several weeks is by no 
means encouraging for the ratifiation 
of the Panama canal treaty and the 
advocates of the Nicaraguan route 
are much encouraged. No test vote 
has been taken in the Colombian 
Congress, but in committee a large 
number of amendments were adopted 
by a vote of 17 to 2 and the two 
members who voted negatively are 
in favor of the entire repudiation of 
the treaty. Senator Cullom has been 
in Oyster Bay In conference with the 
President regarding the possibility 
of getting the acceptance of the 
treaty by the Senate in its amended 
form and he plainly told the Presi- 
dent that he believed there w.. little 
likelihood of the Senate's sancliw..j» g 
any changes In the convention. bi. 
Herran, the Colombian charge d’ 
affaires in Washington.still maintains 
a hopeful attitude but it is believed 
that he is almost hoping against hope. 
By the provisions of the Spooner law, 
under which the treaty with Colom- 
bia was negotiated, the Preslden 
is instructed to conduct negotiations 
with Nicaragua and Costa Rica in 
the event that negotiations with 
Colombia fail and the representatives 
of these governments are on the 
ground and ready to complete a treaty 
under the most favorable terms. 

A report has been received in Wash- 
ington from Oyster Bay to the effect 
that there is a possibility of the 
President’s calling Congress in ex- 
traordinary session, even before the 
•date heretofore announced, Novem- 
ber 9. This report is believed to 
have grown out of a statement made 
by Senator Aldrich in which he 
says “should the President call Con- 
gress in session in October or Novem- 
ber.” It is reported that the mem- 
bers of the sub-committee of the 
Senate committee on Finance, who 
have been in Oyster Bay conferring 
■with the President with regard to the 
financial bill they are charged with 
drafting, have urged upon Mr. Roose- 
velt the advisability of authorizing 
Congress to take up the financial 
measure in advance of the resolution 
necessary to put the provisions of 
the Cuban treaty into effect and 
that the President has refused to do 
so but has said he would call Con- 
gress even earlier than had been 
anticipated, if that were considered 
advisable by the members of the 
cpmmittee. Politicians and officials 
in Washington are hoping the rumor 
prove to be unfounded as they believe 
it would be a mistake to attempt to 
convene a session of Congress before 
the local elections are over. 

There are some very interesting 
and important state campaigns this 
year, notwithstanding the fact that 
it is what is known as “an off 
year.” The campaign, already on 
in Ohio, promises to be a hot one. 
Mayor Tom Johnson of Cleveland has 
announced his determination to de- 
feat Senator Hanna for the Senate by 
securing the election of a legislature 
hostile to the junior Senator from 
Ohio. While there is no reason to 
believe that Johnson can accomplish 
this end, it is appreciated that the 
Ohio republicans must be prepared to 
make a good fight and no member of 
Congress can be spared from the field 
in advance of the voting. In Rhode 
Island there is also a peculiar condi- 
tion and one requiring close attention 
The democrats have made unpre- 
cedented gains in that state election 
it is most important that the lost 
ground be recovered in the approach- 
ing campaign. It is the intention of 
the republican leaders in that state 
to conduct a wirlwind campaign with 
some hope of sweeping all before them 
and it may become necessary for Sen- 
ator Aldrich personally to superintend 
the fight. Situations almost as inter- 
esting exist iu other states and for 
that reason the republican politcians 
are hoping that the President will 
not impose on the members of Con- 
gress national duties at a time when 
their services are needed by their 
party in their own states. 

Secretary Shaw, of the Currency 
Ridgley and former secretary of the 
treasury John G. Carlisle, have all 
been at Oyster Bay to confer with the 
President with regard to the needed 
financial legislation. Mr. Carlisle was 
invited to the conference because the 
President wishes, in so far as may 
be, to defer to he views of the demo- 
crats and thus insure a large major- 
ity for a measure which he and his 
advisors regard as so essential to the 
future welfare of the country. In this 
connection it is pointed out that the 
financial maket is already in a some- 
what pecariouB condition and a scar- 
city of money, when it becomes neces- 
sary to send funds west to move the 
cropB, might be attended with dis- 
astrous results. This argument is 
doubtless another that in being used 
with the President in favor of an ex- 
tra session. 

Secretary Root has placed his resig- 
nation in the hands of the President 
to take effect as early in the winter 
as Mr. Roosevelt will permit. Mr. | 
Root sails for Europe on the 22nd of 
this month to take part in the pro- 
ceedings of the Alaskan Boundry Com- 
mission and will prepare his annual 
report Immediately on his return, 
when he hopes to be relieved of hU 
present office. Mr. Root has proven 
so able a secretary of war that his 
resignation is a matter of sincere re- 
gret to the President whose official 
and personal relations with hint have 
always been moat cordial. As, how- 
ever, every member of the cabinet 
serves only at a considerable pecuni- 
ary sacrifice, the President feels that 
he cannot longer urge Mr. Root to re- 
main. 

While it was ut first supposed that 
Mr. Roofs position would fall to Gov- 
ernor Tuft, and it is still believed 
that it will be offered to that official, 
there seems to be some doubt as to the 
Governor’s willingness to accept the 
position. It is believed that complete 
civil government will soon be ac- 
corded to the Philippines und that theu 
the jurisdiction or the War Depart- 
ment iu the islands will end so that 
Governor Taft’s knowledge of the 
islands might not prove of speciul 
use . were he to become secretary of 
war.

Metropolitan Park Commission. 

Rules and Regulations for the Gov- 
ernment and Use of the Charles 
River Reservation. 


Rule 1. No person shall enter or leave the 
Reservation except ut the regular designated 
entrances. 

Rule 2 No person shall dig. cut. remove, 
defuce, defile, or ill-use any building, struc- 
ture. fence, sign, bush, plant, turf, rock or 
other thing herein, belonging to the Com- 
monwealth, or have possession of any part 
thereof: but this rule shull not prohibit the 
picking of wild flowers and edible berries in 
reasonable quantities for personal use. 

Rule 3. No person shall throw uny stone 
or other missile; or have possession of or 
discharge any destructive weapon, firearm, 
firecracker, torpedo or firework: or make a 
tire: or throw or place upon the ground u 
lighted match, cigar or other burning sub- 
stance: or post, paint, affix or display any 
sign, notice, placard or advertising device: 
or. except with written authority from said 
Metropolitan Park Commission, engage in 
business, sell, or expose for sale, or give 
away uny goods, wures, or circulars: or set a 
t rap or snare; or Injure or have possession of 
uny wild animal or bird: or injure or disturb 
any bird’s nest or eggs; or drop or place and 
surfer to remain any piece of puper or other 
refuse, except iu the receptacles designated 
therefor. 

Rule 4. No person shall solicit the ac- 
quaintance of or annoy another person: or

possession of any Instrument of gambling: 
or do uny obscene or Indecent act: or 
preuch; or pray aloud: or make an oration 
or harangue, or uny political or other can- 
vass: or display a flag or banner: or move in 
amllitury or civic parade, drill or proces- 
sion: or lie down upon a bench or go to sleep 
thereon: or play any musical instrument ex- 
cept by written authority from suid Metros 
polltun Park Commission. 

Rule 5. No person shall bathe except In a 
proi>er cosumie and at plates designated 
therefor, or loiter or ran about or lie upon 
the beach or shore In bathing costume. 

Rule 6. No laerson shall ride or drive an 
animal or vehicle except upon the drive- 
ways. or upon other t bun the right hand side 
of the road except when passing another ani- 
mal or vehicle, or past an animal or vehicle 
except to the left thereof, or across a road 
unless the right of way is given to all other 
animals or vehicles, or by the side of more 
than one vehicle; or ride u cycle past an ani- 
mal or vehicle going iu l be same direction 
without sounding a noil; or bitch a horse or 
other animal to a fence, tree, bush or shrub. 

Rule T. No person shull ride or drive an 
uulmul not well broken and under proper 
control; or ride or drive an animal or vehicle 
faster than ten miles an hour or coast with a 
•cycle or sled down any bill. 

Rules. No person iu (charge of any ani- 
mal, other than a dog. shull allow It to go 
upon the Reservation unless such uulmul be 
used Tor pleasure t ravel on a way or place 
provided therefor. 

Rule 8. No i*erson shall have or allow a 
vehicle for carrying merchandise, or a ve- 
hicle in use for currying merchandise or 
articles other than the equipments proper 
for a pleasure vehicle, or a hearse, or any 
vehicle iu a funeral procession. except upon 
u traffic road, or to gain access by the short- 
est way from the nearest street to the front 
entrance of a house fuclng on the Reserva- 
tion. 

Rule 10. No person shall stop an animal 
or vehicle so as to obstruct a parkway, 
houmlury ruad or driveway, or a sidewalk or 
crossing thereof, or so as to prevent the pass- 
ing of other vehicles, or otherwise than 
lengthwise with a purkwuy, boundary road 
or drivewuy und close to the sidewalk 
thereof, 

Rule 11. No ivrson having charge of an 


salil animal or vehicle as di rected by a police 
officer, 

Rule li. No person having charge of an 
animal shall ullovv the same to stand without 
some proper i«ersoii to take charge of the 
same, except that an animal hitched to a 
plucv provided therefor, or to a weight of not 
less than twenty pounds, may l>e allowed to 
stand unattended for not more thun live 
minutes. 

Rule Li. No t»ersoii shall refuse or neglect 
to obey any reasonable direction of a polite 
officer.

STORY OF HERMIT’S HIDE. 

My girlhood impressions of the place 
where the most interesting part of 
this story occurred will perhaps give 
you the best idea of it. The juvenile 
mind is more alive to those character- 
istics which appeal to the imagina- 
tion, and where would any story be 
without imagination? 

In the country village where I made 
my home there were all the elements 
of a fiction-writer’s field. There was a 
story in the life of nearly every one, 
and many buildings and farms would 
have furnished abundant material. 
What I have to tell was never written 
I believe, though why I never under- 
stood. 

That which always appealed to me 
as a certain, though undeveloped 
source of fiction, was Hermit’s Hill, 
which lay at west of the village. Au 
elevation that easily towered above 
all other mountains within 40 miles, 
it commanded many beautiful views. 
More than that there was a pretty 
river at the base, berry pastures half- 
way up, and on the summit a delightful 
grove of pines. Can you wonder that 
we children were fond of going there 
for a day’s outing? We had but little 
difficulty in securing the permission 
of our parents, for the hill was not 
far distant, yet we sometimes hesi- 
tated after securing that permission 
— we were afraid ! 

To you or any other visitor Her- 
mit’s Hill would have no terrors, ex- 
cept perhaps as a long and difficult 
walk when one was undertaking to 
reach the summit. Yet we children 
had always the one dread — that of 
passing the haunted house and find- 
ing some one at home. As a matter 
of fact nearly everything concerning 
the haunted house was a part of the 
great number of tales told at the fire- 
side. Firesides and haunted house 
stories are in my mind inseparable. 
This particular haunted house was 
near the main road which led to the 
top of the hill. An unfamiliar passer- 
by would have looked upon the house 
as one of the several deserted farms, 
and he might have added “too bad, 
it must have been a nice place once. ” 
Both observations could be made in 
perfect truth. No matter^how many 
stories were told about the house, 
they were all of days gone by. No 
one for a moment suspected that there 
was to be a revival of the ghostly vis- 
itations; no one doubted but that his 
friend or neighbor who shunned the 
place was superstitous, yet he him- 
self declared the house had no attrac- 
tions for him. 

There was no little comment, there- 
fore, when the news was spread about 
the village that “Lem” Turner in- 
tended to occupy the haunted house. 
“Lem” declared that since he had 
bought the hill farm it would be much 
easier for him to care for his greater 
number of acres with a residence 
closer to it. Of course, every one 
agreed that “Lein” was perfectly 
right. It was not until the report 
that “Lem” intended to live in the 
building that there came other reports 
of the present occupation of the house 
by ghosts. The first tale was that 
brought by Henry Perkins. Henry 
was returning from a dance in our 
village to his home in Broadmill, and 
chose to cross Hermit’s Hill. His 
sleigh was drawn by as fine a horse as 
Broadmill or our village could boast 
of, but the storm that came up that 
night deepened the drifts, which had 
been broken through only a short 
time before. Henry Perkins, or 
rather Henry Perkius’ horse, decided 
that he could go no further. Perkins 
looked about him to see if there was a 
suitable place of shelter at hand. To 
the left, and almost as near as one 
could wish, was the ‘Haunted House'. 
“I’ll drive Nellie in the barn, and if 
it isn’t too cold I’ll stay in the house 
myself. We can’t get any further, 
anyhow.” Perkins was not a man 
to think deeply on the subject of 
haunted houses, and this particular 
one had no interest for him except 
that it might afiord him shelter. He 
found that the rickerty barn was bet- 
ter than no place of shelter for Nellie 
and as for himself he felt that the 
house itself was not such a bad place 
after all. Having cared for the mare, 
he proceeded to enter the house. Hard- 
ly had he opened the rear door, which 
by the way, was tightly closed, though 
shaky on its hinges, when he heard 
groans proceeding from the upper 
iloor. Through the loosely matched 
partitions he could see in the front 
hall the reflections of Hashes of 
light.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 24, 1903. 

As part of the general scheme to 
bring discredit upon President Roose- 
velt’s administration, two New York 
papers have, within the facts but 
likely to be very generally circulated 
and believed. The first of these ap- 
pears in an ostensibly republican pi- j 
per, but one dominated by Wall street 
interests and pledged to defeat the nom 
inatlon of Mr. Roosevelt at the next 
convention if that be possible. These 
stories, which bear every semblance 
of truth, are to the effect that the 
President has Inaugurated a syste- 
matic investigation of the relations 
between nnion labor and the em- 
ployes of all the executive depart- 
ments of the Government with a view 
to discrediting organized labor. 

These stories are, however, entirely 
without foundation as the President 
has not, nor does he intend to order 
such an investigation. The meager 
facts on which the allegation is based 
have been related in these letters be- 
fore. After the William Miller case 
in the Government Printing Office, 
was brought to the special attention 
of the President, he wrote to Secre- 
tary Cortelyou a letter pointing out 
that there was no legal warrant for 
discrimination between union and of 
the Anthracite Coal Strike Commis- 
sion as a principle to be adopted. A 
copy of this letter Mr. Roosevelt 
caused to be sent tu the head of each 
department for his personal gnidance, 
should a similar question arise. In 
the course of the discussion of the 
Miller incident, representations were 
made to the President that the cost of 
printing and binding in the Govern- 
ment Office was excessive and it was 
alleged that this was due to the rules 
of the unions’limiling the daily out- 
put of each of, their members. Mr. 
Roosevelt then instructed that an in- 
vestigation of the methods of the 
Office be instituted and that Investi- 
gation has been quietly and thorough- 
ly conducted by a committee specially 
appointed for the purpose. This com- 
mittee in the course of its inquiry, 
asked of various members of the Cab- 
inet, their experiences with union la- 
bor, the request for information be- 
ing purely incidental to the investiga- 
tion they were conducting, and on 
this flimsy protest is based the allega- 
tion. The whole animus in the series 
of Washington dispatches printed by 
the paper referred to was shown re- 
cently when side by side with the last 
of them was printed a dispatch from 
Chicago saying that the stationary 
engineers' union had pledged them- 
selves to defeat Mr. Roosevelt, in the 
convention if possible, but if not at 
the polls. The hope of the publica- 
tion printing these dispatches is that 
the republican politicians may be lead 
to believe that the President has in- 
curred the emnity of the labor organ- 
izations and that his nomination 
would mean defeat for the party. 

Another story, appearing in the 
Washington dispatches of a demo- 
cratic paper of prominence is to the 
effect that Secretary Hitchcock has 
been charged with corruption by the 
Mayor of Lawton, Oklahoma, and 
that the President is about to begin 
an investigation of his Secretary of 
the interior. The alleged corruption 
has been described in detail but may 
be summarized as follows: It is stated 
that Secretary Hitchcock, after re- 
ceiving a sum of several hundred 
thousand dollars from the sale of lots 
and improvements in the towns of 
Lawton, Anadarke and Hobart, 
caused the same to be deposited in 
banks and trust companies in St. 
Louis, the directors and stockholders 
of which were friends of the Secre- 
tary. and A tbat the Secretary had de- 
layed the construction of public im- 
provements in those towns, the cost 
of which it was intended that these 
funds should defray, in order t Hat his 
friends might profit by the interest. 

When seen by our correspondent 
Secretary Hitchcock stated emphatic- 
ally that the funds referred to had 
been placed in the United States sub- 
treasury at St. Louis. The delay in 
constructing the desired aud needed 
improvements was explained by the 
fact that in practically every instance 
honesty and good judgment necessi- 
tated the rejection of the bids ac- 
cepted by the local authorities and, 
in order that creditable and per- 
manent public improvements might 
be had. the Secretary sent to the 
scene experts ( of the Geological Sur- 
vey who are now engaged in making 
surveys and preparing spccificatons, 
such beng evidently needed to prevent 
the erection of extenave water works 
in locations where no adequate water 
supply is obtainable, and similar 
serious blunders. 

The irresponsible character of the 
allegations is still further shown by 
the fact that the alleged “charges” 
made to the President consisted mere 
ly of a petition , reciting the urgeu 
necessity of the desired public im 
provementa, together with the fact 
that the necessary funds were in the 
hands of the Secretary of the Interior- 
and urging the President to expeditet 
the matter in so far as he might Aud- 
it practicable. No charge of fraud 
wars contained in the petition which 
the President promptly forwarded to 
Secretary Hitchcock without Recom- 
mendation or request for further in- 
formation. 

Discouraging news comes from 
Oyster Bay with regard to the pro- 
posed iinancial legislation. So far 
from reaching an agreement likely to 
prove acceptable to the republican 
leaders of both houses, is the Senate 
sub-commlltee, that the President has 
abandoned all idea of urging upon 
Congress, in his message to the spec- 
ial session, the advisability of any 
form uf financial enactment. The 
members of the nub-committee are 
still working, as individuals, how- 
ever, but with little apparent prospect 
of reaching any agreement which will 
command unanimous support. 

No authentic news has been re- 
ceived from Bogota regarding the 
Panama canal treaty since the report 
that it had been rejected, as drafted, 
by the Colombian Senate. The Ad- 
ministration is still hopeful, however, 
that the Senate will reconsider its ac- 
tion as it has been known to do under 
similar circumstances on several pre-

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DIFFERING VIEWS 

About the New Rules for 
Charles River. 

The Commissioners are Generally 
Upheld. 

The recent action of the metropoli- 
tan park commission in promulgating 
rules and regulations for the public 
use of the Charles river reservation 
at Riverside comes as no surprise to 
those conversant with the conditions 
as they now are at this popular ca- 
noeing rendezvous. 

Early in the season some of the 
people of the Newtons, who had ob- 
served what had been doing on at 
Riverside, talked of getting up a 
petition to the park commission ask- 
ing for the trimming of the bushes 
along the banks in order to prevent 
their use aB a shelter for canoeists 
who were using their craft improper- 
ly. Whether this petition was ever 
signed and presented or not is not 
known, but it is certain that some of 
the residents of the NewtonB have 
presented the matter to the park 
board. 

The public, as a general thing, 
will stand solidly back of the metro- 
politan park board’s efforts to make 
the canoeing course of the upper 
Charles more orderly and more de- 
cent. The canoeists, at the outset, 
are indignant : but this is due more to 
misapprehension than to anything 
else. Those who indulge in the sport 
with propriety and with a due regard 
for their own safety and for the rights 
of others have little to fear from the 
new rules and regulations. These 
have been adopted after several sea- 
sons of careful supervision of the 
conditions at Riverside, and to a fair 
and impartial mind it is tolerably 
evident that they make for safety, 
order, decency and cleanliness in a 
public reservation which is weekly 
the resort of thousands of pleasure- 
seekers.— Practical Politics, 

The recent action on the part of the 
Metropolitan Park police with regard 
to canoeists is calling down upon the 
heads of the park commission a per- 
fect whirlwind of protests and objec- 
tions. According to the papers of I 
thiB morning legislative assistance I 
has been promised the indignant 
wielders of the paddle, in the way of 
substantial curbs to the power and 
authority of the Metropolitan Park 
commission. We hope to be allied al- 
ways with the interests of law and 
order, and we believe in hearty co- 
operation with the park or anv other 
commission which has in view the 
elimination of rowdyism on the river 
or elsewhere. As far as wc can as- 
certain, however, this rowdy element 
has never been less in evidence than 
in the present season, and it is no 
wonder a storm of indignation is 
aroused when such vigorous steps are 
taken as to deprive the Charles river 
canoeists of all the pleasure and com- 
fort to be found upon its placid waters. 

Rules and regulations are all very 
well so long as they tend to remove 
from the river and its banks all ob- 
noxious features, and individuals, 
when, however, bo liberal an inter- 
pretation is permitted to the officers 
that they are allowed to insult ladies 
and gentlemen on the river, it is time 
legislature or some other authority 
put on the curb.— Watertown Tribune- 
Enterprise. 

In spite of the efforts of the park 
police the worst cases on the river 
are not those that are taken into cus- 
tody. The News does not believe in 
prying into deserted and secreted 
nooks for cooing couples but to patrol 
the river and put a slop to all rowdy 
actions. A disagreeable incident that 
occurred Wednesday when a colored 
man and a white woman, neither en- 
tirely sober, were seen rocking and 
splashing their canoe In broad river. 
The eye witnesses were so suprised by 
such actions that it was no wonder 
they asked the writer where the po- 
lice were. On the other hand the 
News can easily see where the police 
could be busy at some other point and 
when the pair were seen by them 
they might be acting all right. It is 
such things as this, however, that 
should be stopped on the river. — Wal- 
tham News. 

The canoeing agitation, while | 
amusing in some of its aspects, comes 
pretty near being what the late A. 
Ward used to call an “Usoo.” Of 
course it is one of these issues which 
are more or less governed by the 
proprieties of society and in society 
notions of what constitutes propriety 
and impropriety are sure to differ. 
Every one knows what constitutes 
“propriety” even in a general sense 
and all who intend to be considered 
“above board” will endeavor not to 
lend themselves to any flagrant viola- 
tion of it. But there are those so 
ultra conservative and conventional 
as to answer to the characterization 
straight laced or Puritanical. In t he 
early days of the commonwealth boys 
and girls were hired to watch aheep 
on the hillsides at Rowley and in 
other parts of the state, and the 
solemn great and general court under- 
took to prevent their watching each 
other at the same time. But young 
people of every generation are very 
much alike and romances grew thick 
and fast, despite the prohibition, We 
hardly think that there is any call for 
upecjul supervision of such canoeists 
as would naturally observe the propri- 
eties of life when off the water, al- 
though it must be conceded that at the 
beaches or on the river, on a moon- 
lit night, or even on a langorous sum- 
mer afternoon there Is a romantic 
atmosphere which is likely to make 
young people especially such as are 
in love with each other, or think 
they are, a little careless of surround- 
ings, and liable to assume attitudes of 
ease which more tinicul people would 
be very apt to criticise, while they 
themselves would not be conscious of 
committing any impropriety. Perhaps 
even a park policeman, having re- 
ceived instructions to keep a weather 
e ye out fur “spooney” couples, may 
naturally be expected to be sometimes 


a little over vigilant even to the ex- 
tent of absurdity. We have an idea 
that the whole matter, as at present 
discussed will be only a nine days 
wonder and will adjust Itself.— Wal- 
tham News. 


THE PLAYHOUSE 


Boston Theatre— One of the refresh- 
ing features of “Quincy Adams Saw- 
yer,” the popuar New England play, 
which comes to the Boston Theatre 
every September as regularly as fall 
approaches, and will be seen there 
for three weeks, commencing Sep- 
tember 28, is the fact that the same 
principals remain in the cast who 
originated their roleB three seasons 
ago.

No play that has been pre- 
sented in Boston in recent years has 
ever won its wav into the affections 
of the theatregoing public as has this 
one, and it is a matter of regret to 
he management that the play could 
not continue for a long run, but the 
season for “York State Folks” has 
been booked up solid, and existing 
contracts must be filled. Then, too, 
the Majestic has a line of other at- 
tractions booked to follow and on 
Labor Day a new attraction will be 
presented. The History of the suc- 
cess of “York State Folks” at the 
Majestic Theatre is without a parallel 
in the annals of Boston theatrical 
affairs.

NORUMIlhUA PARK 

There have been a great many ex- 
aggerated reports regarding happen- 
ings on the Charles River in relation 
to canoeing, and now that the hysteri- 
cal excitement over the holiest efforts 
of the police to make the unwelcome 
hoodlum element maintain a proper 
decorum has somewhat subsided the 


popularity of canoeing on the pic- 
turesque Charles is settling down 
again to its normal state. New rules 
and regulations governing canoeing 
on the Charles arc much the same as 
those that have always existed at 
Norum bega Park. In other words the 
Norumbega Park management finds 
that its patrons appreciate the zeal 
exercised in removing any persons 
inclined to be disorderly to the ex- 
tent of annoying others. Ninety nine 
persons out of a hundred will prob- 
ably appreciate the fact, in the due 
course of time, that they can enjoy 
canoeing better if they do not have to 
encounter objectionable or obnoxious 
persons, and that is simply what the 
Reservation police are trying to do. 
See that the river is kept clear of any 
such annoying elements. The Norum- 
bega Park boat house under the man- 
agement of Fred Young continues to 
have the largest and most popular 
canoe service un the river. Cushman, 
Holcomb and Curtis will be a leading 
feature of the vaudeville program 
every afternoon and evening in the 
Rustic Theatre the coming week. 
They will present their comedy sing- 
ingsketch, “The Village School.” 
The Zoellers will be seen in their 
sensational double trapeze act which 
consists of the most marvelous 
swings, turns, twists, tnid-air somer- 
saults etc. Falardo, known through- 
out the entire country as the “instru- 
mental man” will present lus amaz- 
ing specialty with an odd assortment 
of instruments. Harry Smirl and 
Rose Kessner will appear iu the “Bell 
Boy and the Maid,” in which the 
former introduces acrobatic feats and 
tumbling that opens the eyes of the 
spectators. 
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The decision of Judge Luce of Wal- 
tham in the so-called “Kissing” 
case, will be heartily approved by 
everyone interested in frteing the 
Charles river from objectionable per- 
sons and actions. The remarks of 
the jndge are a warning to the hood- 
lum element and will no doubt be 
echoed by the Newton Court, if sim- 
ilar cases come within its jurisdiction 
in the future. 

Efforts are to be made by the city 
authorities to interest abuttors on 
streets having grass borders, to keep 
thi : ame in as good c nidtion as the 
adjoining lawns. The Graphic men- 
tioned this matter a few weeks hence 
and now it is to be vigorously pushed 
by the city. 

Police Paragraphs. 

In the Waltham police court last 
Monday morning, Matthew A. Peter- 
son of Dorchester, and Miss Flora 
Smith of Brooklyn, N. Y., were 
charged with “an obscene and in- 
decent act” in a canoe on the Charles 
river on Aug. 15, contrary to the 
rules of the metropolitan park com- 
missioners. Through counsel, the 
defendants pleaded nolo contendere. 
Peterson was fined 520, the heaviest 
penalty provided, while the case 
against Miss Smith was placed on 
file. 

In passing sentence Judge Luce 
said : 

“The defendants, Peterson and 
Smith, have pleaded nolo contendere, 
and I have accepted that plea. The 
rules and regulations made by the 
park commissioners provide that any 
person performing an indecent act up 
on the waters of the Charles river 
shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding S20. The rules, in my opin- 
ion, are just, and the commissioners 
should be entitled to the gratitude of 
all just and right-minded people. Ca- 
noeing is a delightful pastime, and 
especially on the Charles river, and 
this river should be made so pure and 
clean that a man should be able to 
take his wife and children for a ride 
in a boat or canoe without seeing ob- 
jectionable things. The people should 
stand by the commissioners in their 
efforts to make the river as clean as 
possible, and approve of their actions 
in this respect.” 

Sometime during Friday afternoon 
the Newton Centre Golf Club house 
was entered and a valuable gold 
hunting case watch, the property of 
Mr. J. D. Greene was taken from one 
of the lockers. The police believe 
the break to be the work of boys. 

Jerome A. Wright aged 22, a former 
resident of Newton Highlands, was 
arrested by the police of Westfield, 
Mass., on Friday and turned over to 
the Newton police who held a warrant 
for his arrest. Wright while in the 
employ of Curtis & Harris express 
company last April stole 525. The 
case was reported to the police but 
Wright was not to be found. In court 
Saturday morning Wright was sen- 
tenced to the Concord Reformatory. 

Complaints in large numbers have 
reached the police of late from the 
owners of the big estates in and about 
Chestnut Hill that their trees and 
vines were being stripped of their 
fruit, particularly on Sundays. The 
offenders for the most part come out 
to this city on the street cars. 

Last Sunday Chiet Tarbox with a 
squad of six men in plain clothes cir- 
culated through the streets leading to 
the estates, and after a tedious wait, 
apprehended three offenders, John 
Solier.aged 23, of Eliot street.Boston, 
an Italian with an unpronounceable 
name, and a 13-year-old boy. In court 
Monday morning the boy arrested 
was discharged, while Solier and his 
companion paid a fine of $5 each. 

The Walts of the Ostrich.

Notwithstanding the reactions, 
which are inevitable under all circum- 
stances, there is every evidence that 
sentiment has permanently improved.

The best 
opinion is that liquidation is over, 
and that conditions are favorable for 
an advance. 

The continued ease of money and 
fhe extremely low prices of the stand- 
ard dividend payers are the factors 
upon which bullish sentiment is 
based. It is pointed out that, com- 
pared with this time a year ago, the 
•country is in much stronger position 
to stand the strain of moving the 
crops, and futhermore that the mone- 
tary outlook for the next few months 
is vastly better than last year. Not 
only are bank reserves all over the 
country larger than a year ago, but 
-our foreign debt has been liquidated, 
and if necessary we can import mil- 
lions of gold this fall, where last year 
we could not get a Bingle dollar. Be- 
sides this, the failure of the Colom- 
bian government to accept the Pana- 
ma treaty has released S50,000,000 in 
the United States Treasury reserved 
for payment to Panama stockholders. 
It is believed that Secretary Shaw 
will utilize this money either to buy 
bonds, to anticipate interest, or to 
increase bank deposits. At any rate, 
a large portioo of it will find its way 
into the money market. There seems 
to be absolutely nothing in the money 
outlook to encourage pessimism. 

Society has taken to golf and be- 
come enthused over its attractions in 
a way not previously known in the 
annals of outdoor recreations.

Rules and Regulations for the Gov- 
eminent and Use of the Charles 
River Reservation. 


Rvle 1. No persor. shall enter or leave the 
Reservation excefit at the regular designated 
entrances. 

Rule 2. Noperson shall dig up. cut. break, 
remove, deface, defile, or ill-use any building, 
structure, fence, sign, bush, plant, turf, roclc 
or other thing herein, belonging to the Com- 
monwealth, or have possession of any part 
thereof; but this rule shall not prohibit tbe 
picking of wild flowers and edible berries in 
reasonable quantities for personal use. 

KtM.K 3, No person shall throw any stone 
or other missile: or have possession of or 
discharge any destructive weapon, firearm, 
firecracker, torpedo or firewort: or make a 
fire: or throw or place upon the ground a 
lighted match, cigar or other burning sub- 
stance: or post, paint, affix or display any 
sign, notice, placard or advertising device; 
or. except With written authority from said 
Metropolitan Park Commission, engage in
